by frozen plants 
and shrubbery. Col. 
C. 
M. Bingham, 
mayor of the city, made the suggestion 
that residents 
and 
property 
owners 
cut away and remove 
such 
frozen 
plants, shrnbs and trees as soon as 
possible, 
as their appearance has a 
depressing effect on 
both 
residents 
and visitors. 
It is. of course, 
under- 
stood that in some cases it will 
be 
necessary to wait for a time in order 
to distinguish the extent of the injury 
to some plants, but much of the froz- 
en foliage 
can 
be trimmed away at 
once and the remainder as soon as 
the amount of damage Its apparent. 
This will leave the grounds and house 
lotsin much better condition than if 
littered 
with the desolate reminders 
of their floral adornment. 
This is not 
the first freeze that has visited 
Flor- 
ida and her people will rise from it 
as they have done in the past. 
It 
may be years before another disaster 
of this kind visits the state and all 
proerty 
owners 
and 
householders 
should already be making preparations 
to replace their frozen
